Permit Fees - no change
We are now entering our seventh year of annual permit fee assessment as authori zed by the Utah State

Legislature in 1998. The fees remain at:
Explorationprojects $150.00
SmallMines $ r s0.00

Large Mines (less than 50 acres disturbed) S500.00
Large Mines (over 50 acres disturbed) $1,000.00

The minerals rules require the payment of an annual permit fee for all mining and exploration active
permils (note: the mine/projecf may be inactive; however, if the site has not been fully recloimed and
officiallyreleased by the Division, the permit remains active and permitfees are required).

Permit Fees for the 2004-2005 ftscal year are due by Jr+Iv 30, 2004. the last Friday of July.

Note: If the site is fully reclaimed (Le., 3 growing seasons have passed & conditions meet the 70% pre-
mining vegetation standard) and you no longer wish to keep your permit active, you may check the
box on the billing form requesting a site inspection (see item #5 on reverse side of this sheet).
Before you check the box requesting an inspection andJile closure, please make certain that all
mining related *^t-:, trash and debris have been removed, and that the vegetation is well established.

Delinquentfee notifications will be turned over to the Iltah OfJice of Debt Collection (see item #6
on the reverse side of this sheet).

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Instructions for Payment of Fees

l. Collectlon of Permit Fees
The Utah Legislature authorized the collection of permit fees in the Minerals program July l, 199g. The
fees provide supplemental funding for processing and maintaining mining and exploration permit
applications and inspection of those sites.

3. Fees Due Date
Fees are due by the last Friday in July, for all permitted operations or applications presently under Division
review. Fees will also be due upon submission of a new permit application or a permit amendment/revision
which increases the acreage to a new fee category.

4. Failure to Pav
Failure to pay the required permit fee will automaticallv susnend an onerator's authorization to mine or
exDlore (site reclamation is still required by the operotor). Permit revocation ana a" Order to ,""tuir' tlr"
site may subsequently be required by the Board of Oil, Gas and Mining after Notice and Hearing.
New permit applications require fee enclosure with the application, before it will be processed

5. Ooportunitv to Close Oat o Permit
Permittees have the opportunity to close out a permit and not pay the fee. To be eligible to close out a
Pennit. You must return the enclosed billing form with the appropriate box checked.- you will then be
contacted by the Division to arrange for an onsite inspection. The area must be fully reclaimed and in a
stable condition to be eligible for closing out a permit. If the area is suitably reclaimed, then NO FEE
WILL BE DUE If the area is not yet suitably reclaimed, then a new billing notice will be issued and the
permittee will be giu"n 30 fuyr fro* ft. dutJof ft" onrii. inrp..rion ro pui ft, f.r.

6. Delinouent Fees
All permit fees which remain uncollected 30 days after tle due date will be turned over to the Utah Office
of Debt Collection (ODC). Additional penalties, interest and collection fees will be assessed by the ODC.
The Division will only accept delinquent fee payments upon verification from ODC that the amount for
penalties, interest and collection fees have been included. Otherwise, payment of these fees must be made
through ODC directly. you may contact rhem at (g0l) 533_3603.

(NOTE: An operator cannot be
changed on this form. This must be accomplished through a formal permit .1ransfeg.
